Re  the  number  of  acres  given  to  each  in  the  Land  Grants  I  would  like  to  quote  from 
a  treatise  published  a  short ti,me  ago  by  the  Georgia  Land  Office.  It  states : 

11  In  the  year  1781  while  the  Revolutionary  War  was  still  in  progress  the  General 
Assembly  meeting  in  Savannah  passed  an  Act  which  provided  that  after  the  total 
expulsion  of  the  enemy  from  Georgia  each  soldier  who  could  produce  a  certificate 
from  his  commanding  officer  that  he  had  'stedfastly  done  his  duty4'  would  become 
entitled  to  250  acres  of  good  land  which  would  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  ten 
years . 

“Beginning  in  May  1784?  many  surveys  were  made  for  bounty  grants  in  both  counties 
(Franklin  and  Washington)  Enlisted  men  received  287-§-  acres  and  lower  ranking 
officers  received  575  acres.  High  ranking  officers  received  greater  acreages 
under  spedLal  private  acts.” 

I  believe  that  this  section  of  this  treatise  answers  the  question  which  you  asked.

It  is  too  bad  that  Hugh  Brown,  Sr.'s  will,  recorded  before 
August  26,  1796  is  among  the  lost  ones.  However,  Hugh,  Jr. 
and  Joseph  Brown  (evidently  brothers  of  the  deceased  Alexander 
Brown,  and  sons  of  Hugh,  Sr.)  were  witnesses  to  this  deed. 

The  deed  of  Hugh,  Jr.,  of  Grainger  County,  Tenn. ,  in  1801,  shows 
that  he  too  owned  land  in  Greene  County*  (Do  you  not  think  this 
is  your  Brown  family?)  The  names,  Hugh,  Joseph  and  Alexander 
are  found  in  your  family* 

Records  of  Grainger  Co.  are  in  good  condition.  If  we  can  find 
deeds  in  Grainger  Co.,  or  a  will  of  Hugh,  Jr.  there,  we  shall 
know  whether  it  is  your  Hugh,  of  Clay  County*  If  he  sold 
land  in  Grainger  about  1819,  and  his  name  disappears  from  the 
records,  I  believe  that  we  sha1 1  have  proof.  Your  family  were 
living  in  Clay  Co.  in  the  fall  of  1820. 

If  this  is  your  Hugh  in  Grainger  we  should  find  the  Webster 
family  there  or  in  adjoining  counties.  Grainger  was  formed  in 
1796  from  Hawkins  and  Knox  Counties;  Harkins  was  formed  in  1786 
from  Sullivan  Co.;  the  second  county  in  Tenn.  was  Virginia  Co. 
from  which  Sullivan  was  formed.  The  first  county,  established 
in  1777,  namely,  Washington,  included  all  of  Tennessee. 

Access  to  Tennessee  being  easier  from  Virginia  than  from  North 
Carolina,  the  first  settlers  were  mainly  from  Virginia,  and  it 
was  thought  that  Tennessee  was  a  part  of  Virginia  -  hence 
Virginia  County,  now  extinct.  We  are  likely  to  find  your 
Websters  in  Sullivan,  Hawkins  and  Grainger  Counties.

His  father 
emigrated  to  Wilson  Co.,  Tenn.  in  1798  and  settled  within  two  miles  of  The  Hemitage, 
home  of  Andrew  Jackson.  Andrew  Robertson  emigrated  to  Clay  County,  Missouri  in  the 
fall  of  1820.  There  were  only  a  few  settlers  here  then,  and  among  the  principal  ones 
were:  Hugh  Brown,  Sen. , Hugh  Brown,  Jr.,  Joseph  Brown,  and  several  others. 

Note:  Mr.  Rutherford,  it  seems  that  your  Joseph  Brown  and  family  were  in  Clay  County 
at  an  early  date.  lour  ancestor,  Joseph  Madison  Brown,  was  born  in  Tennessee  in  1815, 
so  his  father  was  a  young  man  when  the  family  removed  to  Missouri.  I  wonder  if  this 
Hugh  Brown,  Sr*  could  have  been  the  father  of  your  Joseph  Brown,  Sr.  No  doubt  these 
early  settlers  came  from  the  same  place  in  Tennessee.  (J.N.G.)

Thorp,  a  pioneer  "Hardshell  Baptist"  Big  Shoal  was  a  member  of  Fishing  River  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Note:  Mr.  Rutherford,  you  kinsman,  Mr*  Joseph  K.  Davidson,  of  Clay  County,  Missouri 
told  me  that  the  Brown  family  we  re  Baptists  and  attended  the  "Big  School  Church"  -  he 
must  have  meant  the  Big  Shoal  3aptist  Church.  This  Church  is  standing  in  Clay  County, 
but  is  not  in  use.  I  recall  that  Mr.  Davidson  said  his  family  later  attended  the 
Antioch  Baptist  Church .  He  was  a  son  of  Luther  and  Ardenia  Brown  Davidson,  the  latter 
a  daughter' of  Miletus  and  Sarah  Collins  Brown,  I  talked  with  him  again,  but  he  does 
not  know  where  the  Browns  lived  in  Tennessee.
